There Is ao question that Mr Pelrcn

received the rug But how It came Into
his possession is the point In which the
statements of the two men differ Mr
Pelrco has his desire to go
before the same committee and tell the
members his side of The story but It is
understood that few of the members be
lieve he Is entitled to a hearing for the
reason that his confidential report

Mr McWade should have re
ferred to the tiger skin If It was forced
upon him as ho now claims It was In
stead there is no mention whatever of
the Incident In the now famous report

Mr McWade maintains that Mr
Peirce while In his office admired therug In such a suggestive manner that
ho felt compelled to give It to him Mr
Peirce maintains that although he saw
the rug while ho was at the consulate
and expressed polite admiration for
same declined It when offered to
as a present and souvenir of the trip
declaring that owing to their respective
official positions and the particular na
ture of his mission to Canton it would
be Impossible for him to accept Mr
Pelrca explains his possession of tho rug
in this way He had bought some curios
In tho nature of tea tables which could
not be lettered by the time of his de
parture he arranged with Mr McWndo
to ship them to him when he returnedto Washington ho found the tables had
arrived and neatly packed with them

In Prison for Drink

Kensington Man Holds Record in Pennsyl
vania House of Correction After Having

Served Eightyfive Terms

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PHILADELPHIA May 5 Probably
no more striking Illustration of the
torso of drink can be found than Is
presented by an old man who is now
an Inmate of the house of correction
serving his elghtyflfth term in that In-

stitution
This muchcommitted man Is Daniel

Stumpp who comes from a family the
other members of which are respectable
members of the community

Stumpps eightyfive trips to the cor-

rection have so accustomed him to the
place that he often refers to It as his
home He appears to feel at ease and
extremely happier Just as soon as the
doors of the Institution close on him

Drink and Stumpps love of it are re-

sponsible for his downfall Ever since
ho was twontyflve years was
thirty years ago he has fought to over-
come love of the cheering cup but
the record of his visits to the correc
tion tells how ho failed

It was on June 17 lEO that Stumpp
war admitted to the house of correction
as an Inmate for the first time He was
then twentynine years old He had
been working In a mill and was Invited-
to a sociable affair by some of his
fellowworkmen The affair was to
last only one night but It was three

mother before him charged with being
concerned with others In obstructing the

There was a dramatic scene when the
magistrate took his seat on the bench
his mother crying out Here I am Sen-
tence me If you dare

M Mas allowed no filial sentiment to
come between him and justice but sug-
gested that the prisoners should be
given three imprisonment each
The other magistrates compromised the
matter by adjourning the case in order
that M Mas might be absent whenws

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It Is probable that We would not have
stopped oven then Had he not been
arrested and taken before John Myers
who was then a magistrate The sen-
tence of three months m the house of
correction Imposed by him almost
caused Stumpp to faint

When Stumpp began hisfirst term he had no thought that he
would make so many more trips to the
correction In the place impress
ed him so that almost every day until
the three months expired he resolved
that his conduct In the future would
bo such that it would not ne neces-
sary for him to again spend tlcr o-

as an inmate of the institution-It is seldom that magistrate
sends a person to the house of correc-
tion for less than three months andallowing that each time was
committed to the Institution he served
three months the time spent by him
in the place equals almost halt of his
life or about twentyone years

Because of his numerous visits to
the correction Stumpp Is looked upon
as a curiosity by the other inmates

On one occasion after the Inmates
had learned of the numerous terms
Stumpp has spent in the institution
all them who were working any-
where near him and could get away
from their work crowded about him
and questioned Stumpp as to the truth
of what they had heard about him
